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MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.78 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.78  for  March  1960  deliveries  of  Grade  A 
milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend- LaPorte-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The  uniform 
price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  differential  of  7  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that 
tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 
3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized 
hauling  charge. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

A  comparison  of  daily  producer  receipts  with  the  February  delivery  period  shows  that 
production  decreased  about  1  percent,  which  is  not  the  normal  trend.  However,  adverse 
weather  conditions  for  the  month  of  March  seems  to  have  hampered  the  normal  increase  in 
production  expected  for  this  time  of  year.  Compared  to  a  year  ago,  the  daily  production 
is  up  7  percent,  and  on  a  daily  herd  production  basis,  the  production  is  up  85  pounds 
per  day  for  each  producer  over  the  March  1959  delivery  period. 

CLASS  I  SALES 

Class  I  sales  increased  slightly  over  the  February  1960  delivery  period  and  are  5-1/3 
percent  above  a  year  ago.  The  slight  increase  in  Class  I  sales  on  a  daily  basis, 
coupled  with  the  decrease  in  daily  producer  receipts,  gives  a  Class  I  utilization  of 
producer  receipts  of  75.1  percent,  as  compared  to  a  Class  I  percentage  of  73.6  in 
February.  Bulk  Class  I  sales  outside  the  marketing  area  are  of  negligible  amount  in 
this  market,  but  there  is  an  amount  of  Class  I  sales  in  packaged  form  equal  to  about 
33  percent  of  the  total  Class  I  sales  that  is  being  sold  outside  the  confines  of  the 
marketing  area. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 

The  Class  I  price  for  the  April  1960  delivery  period  will  be  $3.93  per  hundredweight 
for  3.5  percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $0.90  per  hundredweight  to 
the  average  price  of  the  12  condenseries  in  March  ($3.09)  and  subtracting  the  supply- 
demand  adjustment  of  6  cents.  The  supply-demand  adjustment  for  the  May  1960  delivery 
period  will  be  a  minus  2  cents.  This  is  derived  from  dividing  the  February  and  March 
Class  I  sales  by  the  February  and  March  producer  receipts  and  comparing  this  percentage 
(74%)  with  the  percentage  stated  in  the  order  of  75%.  The  difference  multiplied  by  2 
gives  the  supply-demand  adjustment.
